The p u blic hearings will be held in Washington, 
Oct. 6 throu gh 8 by the constitu tional rights su b­ 


committee of the Senate Ju diciary Committee. 


HEADING THE inv estigation is Sen. Sam J. 


Erv in, Jr., who cou ld hardly be labeled a wild­ 
ey ed liberal ru nning scared of a gov ernm ent’s poli­ 
cy of p rotecting itself. 


Sen. Erv in is a conserv ativ e Democrat and a 


former North Carolina Su p reme Cou rt ju dge. 


The hearings hav e been annou nced as the first 
step in formu lation of a federal regu latory agency 
to keep an ey e on the gov ernm ent’s increasing u se 
of su rv eillance and comp u ter data banks to store 
information abou t American citizens. 
The agency wou ld p rotect and enforce a new 
statu tory right of all citizens to learn what in­ 
formation abou t them is being collected and stor­ 
ed and to demand deletions or corrections if it 
inv ades their rights u nder the First Amendment, 


u ndu ly inv ades p riv acy or is irrelev ant to a legi­ 
timate gov ernment p u rsu it. 


Sen. Erv in feels the rights gu aranteed by the 
First Amendment — freedom of 
worship , free 
sp eech, p ress, p eaceable assembly and redress of 


griev ances — already are being threatened ser­ 


iou sly by "p ry ing into those p rotected areas.” 


BACKING UP Sen. E rv in’s claim that hearings 


are needed is the acknowledgement earlier this 


y ear by the U.S. Army that it kep t a comp u ter data 


bank on activ ities of law-abiding civ ilians who 
ex p ressed antiwar or antigov ernment sentiments. 
The Army say s it has discontinu ed the p olicy .

Von Hilsheimer dislikes near­ 
ly ev ery thing held dear by Am­ 
erican edu cation today , starting 
with tex tbooks—"Printing tech­

the teacher.

Von Hils­ 
heimer offers p arents a three- 
y ear cost refu nd if a secondary 
stu dent sent to his school does 
not enter college and do well 
there.

For my riad reasons neither 
the new and thorou ghly conii- 
dent United Au to Workers Un­ 
ion (UAW) chief Iiconard Wood­ 
cock nor the Big Three car cor­ 
p oration ex ecu tiv e su ites want 
a strike. 
There will, howev er, be a se­ 
ries of hit and ru n stop p ages. 
Plant after p lant will be shu t 
down by local leaders ov er any 
one of some 50.000 local issu es 
traditionally thrown 
at 
Ford, 
General Motors and Chry sler. 
So, there will be harassm ent. 
There alway s is. There’s local 
p ower, y ou th p ower, black pow­ 
e r with which the u nion's new 
leadership mu st contend — and 
which the comp anies mu st su f­ 
fer. 
Bu t on a national 
scale the 
behind-the-scenes 
negotiations 
are orderly , p olite and p rofes­ 
sional. If Leonard Woolcock has 
a low boiling p oint, 
the 
heat 
hasn’t gotten him y et. 
There is no sense in a tacti­ 
cal rep ort su ch as this in whip ­ 
p ing u p m iasm atic statistics — 
su ch as the fact that ev erv p en­ 
ny increase p er man (and p er 
woman, of cou rse) 
p er 
hou r 
costs the indu stry $20 million a 
y ear. Thu s with the u nion in­ 
sisting behind the scenes 
on 
what ap p ears to be a $2-an-hou r 
p er worker increase ov er three 
y ears (twice what it won in 1967 
after a sev en-week strike 
at 
Ford’s) the cost, with roll-u p s 
inclu ding what m u st go to the 
salaried workers once the p lant 
help gets it, wou ld be some $12 
billion. 
Well, y ou cou ld float the Pen­ 
tagon throu gh the gap between 
that figu re and what the au to 
firm s are offering. 
Bu t it isn’t cash which cou ld 
fou l u p things. It’s a p rincip le. 
Money issu es are alway s ne­ 
gotiable — ev en if UAW lead­ 
ers are say ing p u blicly the in­ 
du stry ’s offer "stinks . . is lou ­ 
sy . . . and 
an 
insu lt 
and 
the worst bid made ev er . . . " 
The central issu e in this con­ 
frontation — which cou ld smash 
the economy if the crisis gets 
ou t of hand and off the table — 
is the issu e on which Mr. Wood­ 
cock is standing p at. And that 
is: "Uncap p ing the COLA.” This 
isn’t a soft drink. It’s 
a hard 
line. COLA stands for Cost of 
Liv ing Allowance. In 
the 
last 
contract, the cost of liv ing al­ 
lowance was frozen 
at 
eight 
cents 
an hou r. 
Acu ally , 
the 


Consu mer Price Index went u p 
26 cents an hou r. Tnu s the u n­ 
ion 
leadership 
contends 
that 
their 7 50.000 au to p lant follow­ 
ers lost 18 cents an hou r, or hu n­ 
dreds of dollars ov er the life ot 
the contract. 
Now, take it as absolu tely pos­ 
itiv e that I>eonard Woodcock be­ 
liev es that u ncap p ing the COLA 
is the central issu e in the cu r­ 
rent bargaining. On this 
hard 
line he is u nmov able, at least 
now. And the indu stry , sensitiv e­ 
ly aware that ev ery p enny p er 
hou r increase will cost them 
$20 million annu ally , ju st isn’t 
y ieding. There are other 
is­ 
su es, of cou rse, su ch as the u n­ 
ion’s demand for retirem ent at 
$500 a month at any age atier 
30 y ears on the job. And, 
of 
cou rse, a big cash hike. Bu t the 
real issu e is the u np redictaole 
COLA. 
Bu t neither side is working it­ 
self into a corner. The 
u nion 
wants no strike. 
Times 
a r e 
rou gh. Money is tight. A long 
strike against GM cou ld cost a 
q u arter of a billion dollars. Tru e 
there is almost $120 million in 
the strike fu nd. Bu t that wou ld 
melt like ice in the Sahara at 
high noon. Fu rtherm ore, there 
are now 100,000 u nemp loy ed ae­ 
rosp ace and au to p lant workers. 
Union du es p ay ments 
are 
off 
sharp ly and its general and op ­ 
erating fu nds are ru nning a def­ 
icit of $5 million annu ally . The 
UAW’ Solidarity Hou se is cu t­ 
ting 125 emp loy es from the 980 
on its p rofessional p ay roll and 
10 p er cent of its 540-man (and 
woman) clerical 
and 
mainte­ 
nance force. 
Bu t ev en an emp ty treasu ry 
wou ld not keep Mr. Woodcock 
from striking if he thou ght the 
issu e worth it. He knows he can 
get tremendou s AFL - CIO and 
Team sters financial, economic 


and commu nity serv ice su p p ort. 
What bothers Mr. Woodcock 
and the corp orate heads is the 
fact that ev ery strike costs p er­ 
manent loss of jobs and sales. 
The foreign cars are steaming 
down their necks. Last Ju ly for­ 
eign comp anies sold 118,000 lit­ 
tle cars in the U.S., or 15 6 p er 
cent of the total au to m arket. 
This hu rts. 
.And the rank and file, ev en 
the hy p erthy roids, hy p ertense, 
hy p erp olitical and hy p erambiti- 
ou s know this. 
And it's taking the cockiness 
ou t of some of them. It’s hap ­ 
p ening all ov er the nation. Some 
of the skilled aerosp ace work­ 
ers in New York, for ex amp le, 
who were reaching 
f o r 
the 
moon in ev ery wage negotiation, 
now are taking jobs in the big 
eitv ’s su bway rep air bam s at 
little more than $4 an hou r. 
They were laid off, as were tens 
of thou sands of others last Ap­ 
ril and May and are taking what 
they can get. 
Fu rtherm ore, the D e t r o i t 
worker knows that wages can 
go u p —■ bu t at the sam e time 
some comp any p ay roll costs re­ 
main steady . This isn’t 
don« 
with magic mirrors. It’s 
done 
with au tomation su ch 
as 
the 
GM Vega p lant in Lordstown, O. 
There the car comes down the 
line almost u ntou ched 
by hu ­ 
man hands. And thu s hu mans 
can be laid off. 
So the rank and file may not 
be so u ncontrollable when fac­ 
ed with a national p act nego­ 
tiated by Leonard Woodcock at 
GM, by Ken Bannon at Ford 
and Dou g Fraser at Chry sler. 
So there doesn’t seem to be 
a 
strike climate. The White Hou se 
p eop le, u nderstandably off the 
record, say , of cou rse, any thing 
can hap p en. Bu t they ju st don’t 
believ e it will.

their demands, for instance, is 
one for p ay ment to them by 
Bonn of 10,000 marks for ev ery 
E ast German who has crossed 
the line into West Germany . It 
is estimated this wou ld come 
to abou t $1 billion. West Ger­ 
m ans regard the claim as an 
absu rdity . 
IT WOUIJ> BE MUCH more 
to the point if money flowed the 
other way . There is a v ery liv e­ 
ly trade between West and East 
Germany bu t the Reds’ trad« 
deficit at this stage is in the 
range of 31.1 billion. 
West German comp anies in­ 
v olv ed hav e been reimbu rsed 
by the Bonn gov ernment. The 
situ ation amou nts to a sort of 
internal "foreign aid” p rogram 
by that gov ernment. The q u es­ 
tion is whether that East Ger­ 
m an debt is going to be rep aid 
and whether it will be p ermit­ 
ted to grow. 
Otto Wolff v on Amerongen, a 
sp ecialist in East-West trade 
who fav ors its growth, told me

The Ohio legislature and the 
State Department of Education 
have been taking steps to in­ 
crease the q uantity and q uality 
of vocational education in order 
to m eet some of these social 
problems.

Fold-down rear 
seat. Bumper guards and side molding 
with viny l inserts to protect the paint. 
More than most imports offer—at prices 
economy -car buy ers can afford. 


Q. Relia bility ? 
A. Pinto’s engine has already logged 50 
million owner-driven miles. And the 
strength of some of Pinto’s parts makes 
ordinary little economy cars look puny 
by comparison.
